the density of population and the 
less distances, over léss mountain- 
ous countries, giving more business 
at less expense in Europe than in 
America. 


In Europe many countries own 
part or all of the railroad systems. 
This is true of France, and vet a re- 
port of the Western Railroad bought 
by the state in 1909 shows a deficit 
for last year of $16,000,000. To be 
sure, there was a deficit in 1908 un- 
der private management of $6,500,- 
000. This deficit is constant under 
the state management and _ increases. 
For 1911 it was $13,000,000; 1912,

that the claim is set up that the serv-

State management. If this is so it is 
an exception, for ‘travelers through 
Europe generally find the service 
worst where the government controls 
most and where it has controlled 
longest.

Conservation of Water. 


HE people of California are giving un- 

usual attention to the conservation and 
use of water for irrigation purposes. The 
comparative drought of the last few years, 
followed by the torrential floods of the pres- 
ent season, are causing this attention. 
Ar@und San Bernardino a very simple 
scheme is proposed. This consists of di- 
verting the flood waters in times of heavy 
rain from the channels of the streams and 
distributing it over the great basin where 
it is claimed it will be absorbed by the sand 
and gravel of the district. In the San Joa 
quin Valley .steps are being taken to go be- 
fore the next State Legislature to have 
proper laws passed for the purpose of waier 
conservation. The Kings River Valley is 
divided into seven districts. The proposi- 
tion is to unite those in one great district, 
with the plan in mind to build a number of 
reservoirs just beloW the snow line in the 
Sierra Nevadas to restrain the run-off in 
time of heavy rains. The United States De- 


of investigators studying the use of water 
for irrigation in several parts o. the State. 
These investigators claim that by proper 
use the waters may be made to cover twice 
the area now under irrigation for alfalfa 
purposes. This figs one of the most profit- 
able crops inthe world. They find that 
from five cuttings of alfalfa the average 
yield is 6.2 tons per acre. Several fields 
showed yields of two tons an acre for a sin- 
gle cutting. 


A Thought factory. 


HE trustees of Stanford University 

have taken the people of the State into 
their confidence, and issued for the first 
time a financial-statement of the wealth of 
the institution. It amounts to the enormous 
sum of $24,000,000, including the original en- 
dowment for generai maintenance, the cap- 
ital increase since then, together with 
other endowments and special funds. It

| That Wonderful Imperial Country. 


NE of the marvels of the world since 

the first page of history was written is 
‘the development of the Imperial Valley in 
the southeastern corner of California. A 
‘combination of wilderness and desert ten 
years ago, it is today one of the garden spots 
of the world, and is. becoming more to year 
| by year. Its products are various, its soils 
the richest in the werli, and the profits of 
farming the greatest. A new industry. to 
be started there is the growing of rice, and 
a Los Angeles man, a judge of the District 
Court of Appeals, has purchased 640 acres 
of the choicest land in the valley adjoining 
| 320 acres owned by him before, making a 
vast tract of nearly 1000 acres which he pro- 
| poses to devote to the culture of rice. A new 


city has been placed on the map of California | 


‘in this wonderful valley known as Niland. It 
jis today a part of the wilderness, but on the 
‘opening day, March 15, the people of the 
valley, of Los Angeles and other portions of 
‘the Great Southwest, plumped an aggregate 
sum of $250,000 into town lots and adjoining 
acreage. Business men who have seen 
‘other towns in the valley grow up paid 
| large premiums for choice of lots. At once 
a hotel will be started to cost $40,000, a 
bank will follow, and of course the inevit- 
able garage. In a year from now Niland 
will rival Imperial, El Centro and other 
flourishing places in the valley. There are 
farms there of 5000 acres which yielded last 
year 40,000 sacks of grain, and this year it 
is expected will yield 62,500 sacks. Last 
year another farmer planted 6000 acres to 
cotton, and this year he will have a cotton 
plantation of 10,000 acres. It is estimated 
that the crop of the present year in the 
valley will run to $6,000,000. 


Old idea Revived. 
T IS more than thirty years ago that the 
writer, then employed on a Los Angeles 
newspaper, proposed the devoting of the 
‘river banks to railroad purposes. The 
scheme was to give rights of way along both 
sides of the river to railroads on the condi- 
tion that they should wall in the stream and 
protect the city fromm floods. The late D. M. 
McGarry, then a member of the Council, 
took the matter up and did all he could to 


earry the scheme into execution. The 
Southern Pacific had already acquired a 
right of way closer into the business center 
‘than any rival could ever hope for, and re- 
lfused to vield. The suggestion is revived 
in a way by a proposition to have all the 
roads running along the Arroyo Seco be- 
tween Pasadena and Los Angeles unite in 
‘tre construction of a four-track road along 
‘the banks of that stream so tugbulent in 
flood time. It would do away with grade 
crossings largely, cross the Arroyo at one 
spot on a single magnificent bridge, and in 
every way facilitate traffic, while protecting 
the property along the banks of the stream 
from flood.

Conditions Changing. 

HERE are few, if any, things in which 

the development of the Coast is more 
manifest than the coastwise traffic in pas- 
senger and freight-carrying vessels. Already 
San Pedro is a great haven for ships, and 
the conditions of shipping are changing rap- 
_idly. There was little or no coastwise trade 
‘in the old days, and lumber-laden vessels 
coming from the north to San Pedro were 
‘obliged to return in ballast. In the present 
day there is growing up a large traffic along 
the Coast, and these lumber vessels are find- 
ing return cargoes. Another indication. of 
changed conditions is found in an order 
placed for a new steamer intended to ‘ply 
between San Pedro and San Diego.

They are more than 1200 

miles south of the Panama Canal and some- 

thing like 3000 miles from the Strait of 


Magellan. They are about 200 miles east of 


of which are the openings of mines.

Immense Deposits. 


The story of Cerro de Pasco dates back 
to 1630, At that time an Indian who was 
watching his llamas and sheep had to stay 
here overnight. He built a _ (fire on the 
stones to keep warm, and when he awoke in 
the morning he found the rocks specked 
with globules of silver which the fire had 
boiled out. The story went forth, and as 
a result something like 500,000,000 ounc s 
of silver have been taken out of these 
mines. They are mining some silver here 
now, and as I rode on muleback about 


through the town I could see great pits 
large enough to swallow the Vatican at 


Pacific Ocean and 3000-o0dd miles from 
the Atlantic. Their actual altitude is over 
14,000 feet, and one has to go over a pass 
which is 15,665 feet above sea level to reach 
them. I came here by the Central Railway 
of Peru. This brought me over the Andes 
and down to the 12,000-foot level at the town 
of Oroya, There I got the Cerro de Pasco 
Railroad and climbed up the plateau to 
where I now am.

lt was the great copper value that at- 
tracted the attention of American capital- 
ists to Cerro de Pasco, and today a syndi- 
cate composed of some of our richest men 
have bought the mines here and they are 
operating them on a scale such as exists 
nowhere else on this continent. Among the 
members of the syndicate are such men as 
J. B. Haggin, Henry C, Frick, the Vander- 
bilts, the Hearst estate and others. These 
men have already spent tens of millions of 
dollars in developing the property, and they 
have mines here that are worth, I am told, 
at least $50,000.000. The business is not a 
stock proposition. The shares are not 
quoted on the Exchange, and so far as I 
know no stock has ever been offered for 
sale. The operation of the mines is on a 
plain business basis. No expense is spared 
to produce economic results, and for some 


years the company sank millions without 
beine absolutely sure of return.

He then started to working 
and, lo the plant did its work. , 
Up to that time it looked as though these 
mines, which had already cost tens of mil- 
lions, would fail. The capitalists poured in 
money like water, and they had poured in 
so much that they could not let go.

As soon as they discov- 
ered the secret of the smelting they got an 
expert engineer, named Frank Klepetko, 
who had been connected with the Guggen- 
heims, and who had built, I think, the smel- 
ter at Great Falls, Mont.

But I wish I could take you through this 
great working monument of American in- 
dustry that has been created away out here 
on the top of the Andes. I should like to 
show you our men directing the work and 
bossing the mines. 1 would show you the 
ore as it flies over an American railroad, 
and we could watch it as it rolls from the 
cars to the furnaces. We might even open 
the furnace doors and see the crimson cop- 
per blazing within. We would feel flames 
that are seven times hotter than those 
through which Meschach, Shadrach and 
Abednego walked and later on in the con- 
verters we could watch the liquid gold emp- 
tied by a seventy-ton crane, worked from 
above. We could see the golden sulphur 
flying off into the air, and the irdn slag 
running away while the pure copper, silver 
and gold flowed into the molds. We could 
see the metal change in color as it cooled 
and watch the round blocks of 300 pounds 
as they were loaded on the cars to be 
shipped to the States. 

I spent the better part of a day in the 
smelter, and it made me feel proud that | 
was an American born. The output of the 
works, as | have said, is now more than 
41,000,000 pounds of matte every month, and 
that means 4,000,000 pounds of copper, sil- 
ver and gold. It is equal to more than 
133,000 pounds every day or to more than 
5000 pounds every hour of the day and the

Abolition of Grade Crossings.

MIMIC BATTLES. 

ISITORS to Newport, R. L., gaze with 
V unconcealed astonishment at the 

sight of a score or more of intelligent- 
looking, middle-aged men who, with un- 
divided attention, play at a game which 
apparently consists of nothing more serious 
than moving toy boats about a _ great 
checkerboard table in a childlike, aimless 
manner. 

On their knees, with muscles tense and 
foreheads deeply wrinkled with thought, 
they seem as though the very fate of a 
nation hung upon the movement of a tiny 
ship either a fraction of an inch to the right 
or to the left. 

Hour after hour these men play with 
their toys. 


The little ships are moved from first one 
side of the board to the other; and each 
move is accompanied by exclamations of 
exultation or murmurs of disappointment, 

Such is the great naval war game. 

The fate of nations does depend on the 
movements of -these toy ships, for these 
men at play are none other than Uncle 
Sam’s greatest naval officers, to whom is 
intrusted the protection of the Stars and 
Stripes on the high seas. 

Officers are ordered to the Naval War 
College at Newport to learn to fight. They 
study war from a scientific point of view. 
They learn that brute strength does not al- 
ways win the day. Often a wrestler of 
slight build will throw a great hulking op- 
ponent because of his superior skill. It is 
just the same in war. The sagacity of a 
great strategist will often overcome stag- 
gering odds and win a battle. 

War is like chess. There are certain fun- 
damental rules definitely .interpreted, un- 
der which all modern war must be con- 
ducted. There are chess players who can 
invariably win against unbelievable od Ils. 
It is the same in war. 

It is to teach naval officers to overcome 
great odds, and to win when they have 
fewer pieces than their opponents, that 
Uncle Sam conducts his war classes at 
Newport. Only men who have shown ex- 
ceptional ability and particular aptitude are 
ordered to the school, For the most part 
they are weather-beaten captains destined 


to command the great dreadnoughts, fleet;

The present ar 
rangement of using double relay stations 
provides satisfactory temporary connec- 
tiens only between London on the one side 
and, on the other side, Basel by way of 
Paris and Belfort, Lausanne by way of 
Paris and Dijon, and Geneva by’ way of 
Paris and Annemasse or Lyon. The con- 
nections between other Swiss and English 
points have been unsatisfactory. 

The new day rate for a three-minute con- 
versation with London is 9 francs ($1.74) 
and the night rate for the same length 
conversation is 5.40 francs ($1.04.) The 
new service is to be put into operation 
within a short time.

Garden Pests. 


TIME NOW TO TAKE PRECAU- 


TIONS AGAINST THEM. 
T NO other time of the year are insect 
pests so active as during the few weeks 
now to come, and therefore a word re- 
garding their suppression or extermination 
is of greatest interest and value at the pres- 
ent time. 

Yet a little while must we wait to find out 
if the cutworms or “army” worms are to be 
a serious pest this spring. Nevertheless, 
we should have in mind some easy way to 
rid our garden of them in case they attack 
in force or numbers. One competent au- 
thority states that the following formula 
ior a poisoned bran is the most effective he 
has used: Take of bran eight pounds, 
Paris green four ounces, common salt two 
ounces, syrup or molasses one pint. Add 
sufficient water to make a crumbly or dry- 
ish mash. Avoid placing it where chickens 
or domestic animals will become poisoned 
with it. May be thinly scattered among 
garden plants that are attacked. 

The most persistent garden pest for a 
great part of the year, and one that multi- 
plies rapidly unless checked, is the indus- 
trious ant. One of our agricultural colleges 


States that greAtest success in extermina- 


tion of ants has come through use of an ar- 
senic solution. For instant death of in- 
vading ants a _ I1-per-cent. solution with 
enough syrup to sweeten it is used, Prof. 
Woodworth of Berkeley states that he has 
found that a solution of between one-eighth 
and one-fourth per cent. is best for the rea- 
son that it acts more slowly and the adults 
carry it to the nests and feed it to the young 
and the whole nest is thereby killed 
through slow poisoning. He recommends 
that a sponge saturated with the fluid be 
placed in a closed jar with a perforated 
cover so ants only may go and come. These 
jars may then be safely left about the gar- 
den or carried into kitchen or pantry. 
Please cut this article out so you will not 
be writing within a week or two to ask how 
to kill cutworms or ants.

Powder Puff for Purse.

Carefully sew them 
together, leaving small openings through 
which to pour in the powder. Fill the bag 
full with the powder, so that it will sift 
through easily when patted gently on the 
face. Then make a pretty edge around the 
circular piece by crocheting a few rows of 
plain chain stitch, each added row to be 
caught into the middle of the preceding one, 
which gives a sort of ruffle effect.

A New Theory of Life and Death. 


Prof. Max Rubner of Germany, the noted 
physiologist, has developed a new theory 
of the length of life. Man can only live, 
according to his theory, so long as he is 
producing energy. When the human sys- 
tem ceases to produce energy, death comes. 
The most that man can, therefore, do is 
to slow down the process of using up his 
original capital of energy by careful living. 
In this opinion Prof. Rubner takes issue 
with Metchnikoff and Metchnikoff’s fol- 
lowers who believe that life may be indefi- 
nitely prolonged. The law of energy is put 
by Rubner thus: Living substance keeps 
alive only as long as it is producing energy 
from the consumption of,food. But the ca- 
pacity to do this is limited. Every ant 
mal can produce a certain amount of en- 
ergy and no more, and when this amount 
has been reached the animal dies. That, 
Rubner says, is death; disease not being 
the cause of death, but only being the 
cause of a decline in the energy-producing 
capacity of the cells of the animal organ- 
ism. This is certainly a radical departure 
from the theory always heretofore main-

Francisco, or E. P. F. Temple, was the 
antipodes of his shrewd brother. He made 
money rapidly enough at stock-raising on 
his ranches, the Emigdio Ranch in Kern 
county, and La Merced near Puente. He 
went into the banking business with his 
father-in-law, William Workman—uncle of 
“Billy” Workman—who left the business en- 
tirely to Francisco's management. But 
Francisco was not cut out for such a posi- 
tion. He was so generous and kindly that 
he could not say “no.” The bank went to 
the wall in the panic of 1873. Workman is 
said to have committed suicide in conse 
quence. Workman's name, also, is given to 
one of our streets. “Workman and I were 
on the Board of Education off and on for 
twenty years together—from ‘57 to °77,” 
“He was very popular; 
he cultivated popularity.” 

Macy street was christened after Dr. 
Obed Macy, the father of Mrs. Samuel Foy. 
The family lived in an adobe house, where 
the Macy block now stands, on what was 
then Bath street. Dr. Macy erected a bath- 
house opposite the Bath street school, rais- 
ing the water from a zanja by the under- 
shot, or Persian wheel, to a tank. These 
wheels were common in the region at one 
time. 


Lacy street does honor to William Lacy, 
an Englishman, who came in the ‘70's. He 
fas an iron manufacturer, and engaged in 
banking with E. F. Spence, founding the 
Commercial Bank, now the First National. 
jie also went into the Puente Oil Company 
with William Rowland. Everything he 
touched turned to gold. “His sister married 
a brother of Sir Arthur Sullivan,” declared 
the pioneer. “Sir Arthur was out here at 
one time. I remember him very well. He 
was handsome and distinguished-looking.” 

Every Spanish city has its Alameda, 
which means a walk shaded by cottonwood 
trees, and implies a semi-pastoral loveliness, 
“The Alameda of Los Angeles never was a 
pretty street,” declared a resident who lived 
thereon. ‘““‘There were no sidewalks between 
First and Commercial] on either side, and 
no particularly lovely immediate prospects, 
unless untidy-looking lumber yards may be 
construed as such. There were no cotton- 
wood trees to speak of—in fact, few trees of 
any kind. And the street has never been 
beautified—unless the Southern Pacific may 
be considered a decoration.” Then why’ 
Alameda? 

Figueroa was Governor of the territory of 
Tpper California in 1835. By the request of 
the authorities in Spain, he outlined a regu- 
lation of laws for the governing of terrt- 
tories concerning irrigation, the instituting 
of pueblos, and other like matters. The 
three early pueblos of Los Angeles, San 
Jose and Brauceforte were regulated under 
these laws, which served as a model so good 
that they are still operative. But they were 
better observed under the Mexican than 
under the American regime. Figueroa 
owned a portion of the La Ballona Ranch, 
oxtending from the Palms to the sea, and 
adjoining Santa Monica Ranch. We should 
all hope that the suggestion to change the 
name of Figueroa street will die a natural 
death. 

Vignes street holds in memory Jean Louis 
Vignes—-or “Don Luis del Aliso,” as he was 
called by those who knew him well. His 
name is well remembered as the owner of 
the Aliso Vineyard, and his wines and 
brandies noted for their fine flavor. Arriv- 
ing in 1831 from the Sandwich Islands, he 
was the pioneer grape grower, and did much 
to instruct the community in the possibili- 
ties of the wine industry. He imported 
workmen and materials from France to per- 
fect his trade, and although a man of the 
greatest friendliness, found it necessary to 
build a high adobe wall about his home, 
vineyard and winery because of the too 
great attraction of his wares for the In- 
dians. His house afforded refuge for both 
American and Californian during the difficul- 
ties. There is now no trace of any of his 
old possessions, even the fine old sycamore, 
of which he was so proud, having disap- 
peared. 

Among others commemorated in street 
names there was Prudent Beaudry, from 
Canada, who was Mayor at the time of the 
$20,000 bond issue for the building of the 
High School on the hill, who was a large 
landholder, and who built the great granite 
retaining wall on New High street, just 
north of the present Federal building. He 
also built a waterworks at Alameda and 
what is now San Fernando street, the ar- 
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tesian water being pumped from wells there 
to the reservoir on the hills, thus supplying 
a portion of the city. 

There was Charlies Ducommun, the Swiss 
who had his hardware business in the early 
60's where now the Ducommun building 
stands, on Main and Commercial. Both he 
and his wife performed large philanthropies 
in the city, his wife, Leonide—of Swiss 
birth—donating a large portion of her home 
property on Grand avenue for the establish- 
ment of the Pacific Hospital. And so well- 
beloved has she been that the Ladies’ Ben- 
evolent Society held her as its president for 
years. 

There was Romouldo Pacheco—Pacheco 
street now being Eighteenth—-who was the 
twelfth Governor of the State of California 
—Republican—in 1874. He was also, at 
different times, a member of Congress, and 
Minister to Guatamala. There was I. S. K. 
Ogier, United States Judge appointed by 
Buchanan—the first Federal judge in this 
southern district. The street named after 
Judge Ogier is now known as Winston 
atreet. There was “Soda-water John”—John 
Moran, from which Moran's Lane took its 
name, and who was at one time acting 
Mayor, and at another president of the City 
Council. There was Dr. Griffin, who had 


Sydney Johnston, the great Confederate 
general who was killed at Shiloh. Dr. Griffin 
owned most of Fast Los Angeles. He do- 
nated ground for a reservoir in East Los 
Angeles with the proviso that if it should 
cease to be used as a reservoir it should 
revert to the family. The matter has been 
in dispute with the Park Commission. Dr. 
Griffin bought the land of San Pasqual— 
which included the reservoir plot—for 50 
cents an acre! A hot secessionist in the 
Civil War, he was gentle with his patients, 
and not only a good doctor, but much be- 
loved for the cheerfulness and comfort he 
dispensed. There was also Hancock John- 
ston, the son of Albert Sydney Johnston, the 
latter of whom had held command on the 
Pacific Coast before the war broke out. 
Prichard street was named for the son-in- 
law of Albert Sydney Johnston. There was 
Don Manuel Requena, from Yucatan, who 
held public office. Requena street is now 
Market. 

The name of Don Pio Pico is one that 
looms large through almost the entire period 
of the nineteenth century. He was able to 
recall the earthquake of 1812, that destroyed 


trano, and ended many lives. He had mem- 
ory of his father’s imprisonment in 1810 be- 
cause of having talked concerning Mexican 
independence. And down through the his- 
tory of those early days he came into prom- 
inence himself, until, as Governor of Cali- 
fornia, he saw the territory come under 
American rule. “I knew Pio Pico for a 
period of forty years,” declared the pioneer, 
“and knew him to be a sterling and an hon- 
orable man. He was much wronged in the 
land-grant examination through the  per- 
versity of an interpreter. Pico was at Los 
Angeles performing the duties of his office. 
He did not know what had taken place at 
Monterey when Sloat was there. When the 
change really came, and he understood, we 
could had no better citizen.” Let us there- 
fore prov that Pico street shall always re- 
main Pic 

Maj. James R. Toberman, thrice elected 
Mayor of Los Angeles, needs no better cre- 
dentials in the esteem of the community. 
His constant efforts seemed to be in the in- 
terests of the people in the reduction of 
taxes, in the bringing of the city out of 
debt, in the securing of public improve- 
ments. Near the close of his administration 
he signed a contract with a St. Louis man 
for an electric light plant, which he set in 
operation on the last day of his administra- 
tion by the pressing of a button. He also 
worked hard in the matter of bringing the 
Southern Pacific Railroad to the city, by 
voting a tax of $500,000. His experience in 
the army in the Civil War perhaps accen- 
tuated his faithfulness to duty in civic serv- 
ice. He established a private hospital on 
Sunset boulevard in memory of his son who 
died. He is spoken of as a man of high 
integrity, and a loyal friend. 

Part of what is now North Broadway, 
commencing at the Los Angeles River, 
where the viaduct now stands, and running 
north through East Los Angeles, was until 
a few years ago called Downey avenue. For 
years it was the only street in this section 
on which a street car ran-—the East Los 
Angeles cable line. John G. Downey was 
the first banker, and the seventh Governor 
of California. Downey was Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor when Gov. Leighton was sent to the
